1915. In september of the same year 
ire went to France where he spent J9 
months in. the trenches, While there 
he celebrated four birthdays, . four 
Christmases and four New, Years. He 
toek part in the battles ‘of Ypres, 
Somme, Methune, Vimy Ridge, Pass- 
shendale and Arras. At the latter 
place he got a slight flesh wound but 
as little attention was paid to it at 
the time it developed blood poisoning 
which laid hin up for only six days. 
He returned to Regina last Friday 
and spent last Sunday and Monday in 
pwn visiting ald friends, He nas re- 
ned to Regina where he intends go- 
ing into business with his brother. 

W. Watson and W. Miller enlisted 
with the 68rd, They left Canada in 
April, 1916. After a few months

The Canadian Trade Commis 
sion has a wide-extended under- 
taking to promote expansion of 
Dominion . after-war trade. A 
return to pre-war standards 
cannot meet our need. Our war 
debt in four years has run up to 
nearly $1,500,000000. The in- 
terest payment on this will de- 
mand the most alert’ business 
gifts of the peoples 

The. whole-hearted support 
given by the women of Canada, 
singly or through their organ- 
izations, to food control. and 
other war work showed how 


great their collective influence 


sould be. 

For the immediate future wo- 
men should influence all. pur- 
chases for the home to be. of 
Canadian-made goods and pro- 
ducts... This will give employ- 
ment to returned soldiers and to 
the many thousands who were 
formerly in other lines of war 
work, 

We have already. purchased so 


heavily from abroad during the } 


cour years of war that the finan- 
tial position is critical. a 

Canada has to remit to for- 
aign countries a sum of well over 
half a million dollars, a day 
merely to pay our apiehtoanens 
abroad. 

In our total Libbabdiold pur- 
chases figure very largely. As 
the women of Canada buy about 
90 per cent of all that is used in 
domestic life, the first thing to- 
wards relieving and safeguard- 
ing the situation is their grasp 
of this all-essential fact. When 
that is once clearly understood 
they will gladly, as they did in 
food control, being about a re- 
form. 

For every midions dollars re- 
tained in Canada by a refusal to

Kaiser to be Tried by 
I@ternational Tribunal 


The peace treaty with Germany, as 
drawn for presentation to the Ger- 
mans, contains a clause providing that 
former Emperor William be tried”by 
‘an international tribunal. A separate 
tribunal will try other military of- 
ficers. The announcement follows: 
“ “Allied and associated ‘powers public- 

ly arraign William II of Hohenzollern, 

former German emperor, not for an 
offence against the criminal law, but 
for supreme offence against interna- 
tional morality and the sanctity of 
treaties. A special tribunal will be 
constituted to try the’accused, thereby 
_ assuring him guarantees essential to 
the right of defence, It will be com- 
posed of five judges, one appointed by 
each of the following five powers, 
namely: The United States of Amer- 
ica, Great Britain, Fiance, Italy and 

Japan. In its decision the tribunal 
“will be guided by the highest motives 

of international policy, with a view to 

vindicating the solemn obligation of 
international morality. It'will be its 
duty to fix the punishment which it 
considers should be imposed Allied 
and associated powers will address a 
‘Yequest to the government of the 

Netherlands for the surrender to them 

of the ex-emperor in order that. he 

may be put on trial.
